LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  November  1  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  prices  advanced  again  during  the  past  week  and  this 
in  spite  of  marked  resistance  to  the  last  previous  price  advance.  It 
began  to  be  increasingly  difficult  to  get  sizable  offerings  of  good 
grade  staple  cotton,  and  this  was  said  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  many 
shippers  have  not  yet  been  able  to  buy  in  the  country  districts  enough 
cotton  to  cover  their  now  crop  sales  made  back  last  summer. 

"Not  much  call  is  reported  this  week  for  middling  inch  and  three- 
sixteenths,  but  the  prices  are  firm  at  525  to  550  on  December. 

"Off  grades  were  moving  in  slightly  bettor  volume  during  the  week 
but  quotations  on  them  are  firming  up  to  some  extent.

The  Now  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  November  3  states  as  follows: 

"Although  much  buying  interest  was  in  evidence  almost  everywhere, 
staple  cotton  markets  here  and  in  New  England  centers  saw  comparatively 
little  actual  trading  during  the  past  week,  owing  to  mills'  refusal  to 
pay  the  higher  asking  prices  quoted  for  medium  and  better  grade  cottons, 

"Mills  appear  to  be  well  covered  as  to  their  nearby  raw  material 
needs  and  arc  not  interested  in  spots  or  quick  shipment.  Rather 
they  are  inquiring  for  cotton  to  be  shipped  during  the  first  few  months 
of  1937  and  arc  finding  prices  for  such  shipment  exceedingly  stiff. 
Cotton  shippers  are  said  to  have  so  much  business  already  on  their 
books  to  cover  that  they  arc  indifferent  to  further  sales  just  now. 
Consequently  they  are  quoting  their  basis  high.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  PIMA  AND  IMPORTED

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American- 
Egyptian  (Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  October  as  1,752  bales  of 
500  pounds  gross  weight,  compared  with  1,666  bales  in  September  and 
1,7  03  bales  in  August.     The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian'  cotton 
is  reported  as  having  been  5,977  bales  in  October,   compared  with  5,910 
bales  in  September  and  5,557  bales  in  August.

THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT 


"Cotton"  of  Manchester ,  issue  of  October  31,  1936,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
October  23: 

Practically  the  whole  crop  is  now  picked.  Picking _ weather  this 
season  was  favourable  throughout,  with  the  exception  of  the  Southern 
sections  in  Upper  Egypt  ..where  great  heat  forced  maturity  at  an 
excessively  rapid  rate  in  the  early  stages,  with  the  result  that  all 
bolls  opened  at  once  and  the  resultant  grade  was  poor.  For  the  same 
reason  the  staple  of  Uppers,  generally  speaking,  leaves  something  to 
be  desired,  whereas  Delta  crops  fared  much  better  in  this  respect.  **>c

"Although  buying  interest  in  staple  cotton  was  reported  very  lively 
in  virtually  all  New  England  cutton  consuming  centers  this  week,  the 
volume  of  actual  buying  was  not  very  heavy  owing  to  the  unwillingness 
of  the  mills  to  pay  the  higher  prices  asked  for  high  grade  cotton  for

"Odd  lots  of  Pima  cotton  have  been  moved  this  week  at  rather  fancy 
prices  for  high  grade  new  crop  owing  to  the  shipping  strike  and  the 
difficulty  in  netting  deliveries.    High  grade  Pimas  have  moved  in  a 
limited  way  at  32  and  33  cents,  but  this  represents  an  artificial 
situation,  brokers  say,  and  does  net  reflect  normal  market  levels.
